6. Watch where you're 
going. Stay clear of rocks, 

docks, channel 
markers, fishermen, and 
fishing lines. Don't ski ‘in 
front of another boat. If 
you fall, the driver of the 
other boat may not be able 
to avoid you.- 

7. Ski only during 
daylight hours. At night - 
or at dusk - you may run 
into something. 

8. Be sure the water is 
deep enough for safe 
skiing. It should be at least 
five deep. If you ski in 
shallow water, your skis 
may hit. bottom. and trip 
you. Such falls can cause 
cuts and scrapes — or even 
broken bones. 

9. Stay away from the 
boat until the driver cuts 
off the motor. When the 
motor is running, the 
propeller is spinning fast 
enough .to cause..serious 
injury even if the boat isn't 
moving. When boarding a 
boat from the water, climb 
in from the side. Stay away 
from the back of the boat. 

10. Stop skiing when you 
feel tired. A tired skier can 
make painful mistakes. 

11. Ski parallel to the 
shore. When you come in 
for a landing, do it slowly. 
Drop the rope and glide to 
a stop in shallow water.

This was an occasion where 
sports in general, and pro football in 
particular, is regarded as something 
sacred: a religion, if you will. 

But here was a man who gained 
4,956 yards rushing, 1,307 yards 
receiving, who scored six touch- 
downs in one muddy game and 
gained 336 combined yards-in that 
same gamé, who inscribed a record 
of excellence in the archives of 
sports that will probably never be 
equalled — at least not in five brief 
seasons, the total span of Sayers’ pro 
career — telling the world that foot- 
ball was not and is not the be-all and 
end-all of his life. 

Sayers spoke not of his gridiron 
feats; he emphasized instead the fact 
that he was able to utilize his athletic 
prowess as a way to achieve a higher 
education. He spoke of ‘staying

both a bachelor's and master’s

This truism should be st 


udied 
“more. by Negroes for it is true that 
“when you are behind, you haverto try 


harder to catch up. And, we are 
behind. 

In most every important category 
of American life, the Negro is.behind. 
If we want equality, we have to fight 
harder to get it: If we want jobs, we 
have to look harder for them. If we 
want.elective offices, we have to 
campaign harder even in our own 
neighborhoods. Whether we like it or 
not, Blacks just have to be better to 
be. accorded the same treatment. 

Dr. Leon Chistang, of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, says: “Black com- 
munities lack a sufficient numbe~ of 
residents qualified or willing to en- 
courage young Blacks to pursue the 
achievement values to succeed in 
America's white oriented society.” 

If we could fully comprehend this 
one fact, and act accordingly, we 
could, in a very short time, remove 
many of the barriers to success. 

Dr. Chistang, points out further 
that: “you won't find a successful 
Black who hasn't adopted values of 
achievement - values that are not 
always popular with his peers in the 
Black community.” 

Many of Dr. Chistang'’s ob- 
servations are quite challenging. 
However, with our high unem- 
ployment and disproportionate num- 
ber on various forms of relief, it is 
time that the.Negro face up to_his 
own shortcomings and needs.--En- 
tirely too many of us are using race 
as an excuse for not trying harder. 

On this, Dr. Chistang makes two 
pertinent observations: 

(1.) “When contronted by threats 


-and intimidation by whites, Black 


children in achievement - oriented 
families, feel confident in their 
parent's ability to protect them...The 
capacity for self support tends to 
mitigate social implications of 
inadequacy and inferiority based on 
race.” Children are helped he says in 
homes where parents held ‘values of 
education, religion, and pride and

(2.) Dr. Chistang’s analysis’ 
suggests that the greater the degree 
of poverty, the more likely a Black 
will be exposed to more blatant forms 
of racial discrimination. The more 
blatant the racials discrimination, the 
more likely Blacks will lose self 
esteem.”

As the Negro struggles with the 
complexities of our racially oriented 
society, there is a great need not 
only for more racial unity and un- 
derstanding, but for more com- 
munication. The harder we climb for 
the top, the more we must reach 
down and pull others up. 

Today we have more tools to use 
than ever before. They aré not com-" 
plicated tools. They are simple 60 all 
of us can use them. 

Dr. Chistang points out that: 
“Where Patrick Moynihan saw an 
emerging Black middle class which 
had managed to save itself and E. 
Franklin Frazier saw a Black 
bourgeois minicking the white mid- 
die class, this analysis revealed 
Blacks of two socio-economic con- 
ditions struggling with the. means 
available to them to maintain a sense 
of dignity and to survive against a 
social system inimical to both dignity 
and survival.” 

The social and economic problems 
facing the Negro are tremendous. 
While we have many organizations 
and leaders all with panaceas for our 
problems, unfortunately there is no 
machinery for consultation. 

A few weeks ago | wrote in this 
column that there were hints that the 
NAACP and the National Urban 
League might talk merger. This idea 
of coming together now is our 
greatest need.

Women and Minorities 
Corporations—have—heavy—lega!_obligations_not to 
iscriminate and to undertake affirmative action to in- 
lude women and minorities in their work force.

Equality by Richard 
Kluger. Publishers: Vin- 
tage Books/A Division of 
Random House, 778 pgs.

The decision of the 
Supreme Court on Mgy 17, 
1954 to dispense squat 
justice and education in 
schools was due to the 
perserverance of many 
unheralded people in 
widespread communities 
over many tong hard 
decades and this boook is 
a detailed account of the 


struggle. 

Ironically, now in the 
Cleveland school system 
as well as many other 


metropolitan cities, the 
battle for quality education 
via the route of school 
desegregation seems to 
have been fought in vain. 

For the huge masses of 
black and white who &re 
polarized by their opinions 
and for those, both..black.. 
and white, who are pro or 
con against busing, this 
book should be required 
reading. 

It paints a comprehen- 
sive picture af he 
emotional and _ legal 
changes” of specific 
schools, reactions of 
parents and court battles 
staged to bring about what 
was considered (at the 
time) the finale of a civil 
fights victory. 

Now....despite all the 
rhetoric, all the printed 
propaganda, all the legal 
documents, the “problem” 
is still upon us. Yet, SIM- 
PLE JUSTICE gives an in- 
sight into the over-all pic- 
ture and describes in 
layman's language (and in 
some instances, in story- 
telling-form) the-history-of 
a unique episode in the 
formation of a law and the 
attempt to enforce it.

Forest Service and the Fish 
and Wildlife Service of the 
U.S. Dept. of Interior. 
Adams, a labor and 
human resource policy 
‘ major. at OSU serves as 
assistant camp director. Hs 
primary responsibilities lie 
in coordinating work 
Projects in state natural 
resource areas throughout 
Northwestern..Qhio, 
concerned with pow safety, 
tool usage, environmental 
appreciation and work at- 
titudes of enrollees. 
Adams will also assist 
Jack Gossett, camp direc- 
tor, w'th administration 
and supervision of the 50 
enrollees and 11 staffers. 
The YCC campers, boys 
and girls aged 15 to 18, 
perform maintenance and 
construction _work in state 
parks, campgrounds, 
forests and wildlife areas. 
Participants are selected 
randomly from all racial 
and socio-economic 
backgrounds and live-in-all 
parts of the state. 
Campers are paid $220 
for four weeks of par- 
ticipation.
